OLD WOOD FOR VIOLINS. 


M anufacturers Buy Wreckage From 
the Llpplncott Mansion. 


The old wood in the Llpplncott man­ 
sion has been secured by musical in­ 
strument makers, 
who 
claim that 
they have found a treasure in that 
the wood is not only seasoned, but is 
of a kind that it is almost impossible 
to get nowaday s, say s the Philadel­ 
phia Record. 
One of the foremost violin makers 
of this country made the discovery 
that the J oists in the y ellow mansion 
were of the quality of spruce wood, 
now extinct, that is of rare quality 
for the rim and hack of violins. 
He 
got a monopoly on the old wood, and 
while 
the wreckers 
were tearing 
down the house he employ ed detect­ 
ives to watch his prize. 
Other violin makers soon learned of 
the fine quality of the wood, and they 
endeavored to get some of it, only to 
learn that their alert competitor had 
purchased it all. 
The violin makers 
say that the joists are unusually thick, 
and that the spruce is of the finest 
quality that has been found in this 
country . 
They claim that nothing to 
equal It for violin making has been 
found in America, and that with prop­ 
er skill some high-priced instruments 
will be made of it. 


iwo events affecting the diamond 
market were announced y esterday in 
the Maiden lane 
district, say s the 
New York Sun. 
Importers who buy 
rough goods from the London sy ndi­ 
cate that controls the greater propor­ 
tion of the world’s output were noti­ 
fied by cable that an advance of 5 per 
cent had been made, effective at once 
and affecting all grades and sizes of 
stones. It was also learned that the 
new Premier mine in the Transvaal, 
the only mine outside of the sy ndi­ 
cate’s ownership which 
had 
been 
y ielding stones in any considerable 
quantity , has been put out of business 
for a time by a mud rush which cov­ 
ered the works for a mile. 
Importers say that the sy ndicate 
would have advanced prices even if 
the Premier mines were not disabled. 
The public will feel the advance about 
the time the holiday trade begins. 
There were last y ear four advances, 
each of 5 per cent, and there was an 
advance on J anuary 1 of this y ear. 
Altogether there have 
been 
ad­ 
vances in the rough goods aggregat­ 
ing about 50 per cent in four y ears, 
but some grades of stones have been 
put up even higher. 
In addition the 
cost of the stones to the cutter has 
been increased by requiring him to 
accept In 
each 
shipment 
certain 
amounts of inferior or y ellow stones 
and large stones which do not cut 
to advantage. 
The average value 
of the rough, 
diamonds imported at New York last 
y ear was $ 37.50 a carat. 
The price 
to the public is much higher, because 
the price of labor in cleaving, cutting 
and polishing must be added. 
The. 
only explanation of the advance given 
by the London sy ndicate is that there 
is a scarcity of the qualities of stones 
that are most in demand, and mining 
expenses are greater than formerly .
